There is a new class called bookbinding 
in the school. Mr. Jonn T. McDonald is 
the teacher in charge. Mr. McDonald 
told us a little of the history of book- 
binding, and what the class intends to do. 

Bookbinding is an art which dates back 
to the Middle Ages. It was always con- 


sidered a royal trade, having been taught | 


in the courts to the members of the royal 
families. 
Bookbinding was founded by the monks, 


who wrote manuscripts and did their own | 


binding by hand, and constantly improved 
the trade. 

Inventions of machinery have greatly 
increased the production in our time to 
keep up with che modern demand for books 
for learning, fiction and busines uses. 

Constant and careless use of books by 
the individual necessitates another branch 
of the trade call repairing. 

In the classes Mr. McDonald will teach 
binding, from the building of new books 


of various descriptions to the proper way | 


of repairing the different makes of books. 
This includes assembling, sewing, smash- 


ing, trimming, backing, lining up, and | 


making cover casings. This last part is 
called forwarding. 

The last part of bookbinding is called 
finishing. It consists of guilding, stamp- 
ing, embossing, and inking. 

This shows what Mr. McDonald hopes to 
do, and the Register heartily extends 
wishes of good luck.

As 
was natural thev talked about the young man’s present employment. He was work- 
rg in cre of Springfield’s largest shops and while not exactly a foreman, he had sey- 
eral responsibilities such as laying out the work and breaking in green help. In th 
course of the conversation our alumnus said that the work he disliked the most wz 
the very thing that was keeping him on his present job. While in school, he did not 
care for his related work and begrudged every minute that he spent out of the shop! 
As he was a conscientious young chap, he did what was required of him well although 
he did not like it. Yet, now this very related work is keeping him in a good job. 

According to our friend, many of the men in his department are better mechanics 
than he is, but they can’t read a blue-print, can’t make a sketch, can’t estimate, and 
can’t write a simple report. He closed the conversation by saying. “Tell the the kids 
at Vocational to take everything that is handed out to them asit is certainly going to 
help them. I see now that my instructors knew what I needed far better than I did.”

METAL WORKING ADDED TO ART CLASSES 





The boys in the metal working classes 
are progressing finely with the work. The 
first year boys make watch fobs, paper- 
knives, and book-ends. Some of the more 


advanced boys make large bowls. Most | 


of these articles are made of copper, but 
some work is done with brass and pewter. 
Mr. McLaughlin, the teacher in charge, 
describes the making of fobs. 


The boys first make the design on paper. 


When this is approved, they trace it on | 


‘the copper. Next it is etched. This is 
done by painting the parts that are to 
pans out with heavy, black paint. The 
‘metal is then put in acid, which reacts with 
it and eats away the copper, leaving the 
painted surfaces in relief. If the work is 
good, it is enameled with a specially pre- 
pared glass. 


glass, which is easily broken. 


The last step in making the fob is the | 


cleaning. The piece is put in sulphuric acid 
and allowed to stand for a few minutes: 
It is then taken out and polished on an 


After heating this by a:sort | 
of blast-flame the mixture turns to green | 





electric emery wheel. The fob is now 
finished. The book ends are first drawn 
on paper and then designed on copper. The 


process of making them is similar to the | 


making of fobs. Some of the best are en- 
ameled with glass, but as this is expensive, 
not many are treated in this way. 


The boys make the paper knives from 
copper by filing smoothing, and etching 
them. Some of these knives are certainly 
a work of art. 

The boys also make trays and bowls. 
These are made by hammering the cop- 
per into the desired form and then pol- 
ishing it. This is probably the hardest 
job, because the boys have no blue prints 
or patterns. 

As Mr. McLaughin’s classes remain for 
the short period of four or five weeks 
little can be accomplished in one class.

Roll of this season. John B. Skinner, a Junior and Associate Editor 
of this paper, leads the entire school with an average of 87. 5 percent. 

Close at heels is Suran Tufenkjian, a Senior, having an 86 percent 
average. The next in order is a Sophomore, John B. Miele, with an 


average of 85 percent. 


There are sixty-six boys on this Honor Roll, two less than on the 
first one last year, and, on this present Roll there are only sixteen 
boys over 80 percent, while twenty-one were past this mark on last 


year’s. 


A. S. Barkavich led the first one last year with 85 percent, 24 per- 
cent under our present leader. Another interesting fact worth not- 
ing is that twenty six boys who started last year are starting this 
year. Also, there are nine freshmen on this Roll which speaks well for 


them. 


In summing up, we find that there are three boys between 85 and 
88 percent ; thirteen between 80 and 84 percent ; and fifty between 75 
and 79 percent. In 1927 there were nine hundred and thirty-two boys 
in school, with an average of 7.3 percent of this number on the Roll, 
This year there are nine hundred and fifty boysin school and 6.94 per-

TEAM WORK | 





In all phases and actlvities of life there is found the necessity of team work, if suc- 
cess is arrived at. From the smallest bodies or groups engaged in either social, 
political, or economic pursuits to the largest and mosc complex ones, the need of work.

A NEW BLUE PRINT MACHINE 
IN MECHANICAL DRAWING DEPT. 





The Mechanical Drawing Department 
has a new blue printing machine. By the 
old method of making prints, Mr. Bockman 
had to depend on the sun. In the fall the 
weather was generally bad, in winter it 
was cold, and in the spring the weather 
was unfavorable, and for these reasons not 
many blue priuts could be made during 
the year. With the new machine, prints 
can be made in any weather and in the 
short time of one minute. 


| Blue Printing Machine, designed especially 


for high schools, is kept in the electricity 
labratory. The reason for keeping it 
there is that the machine requires two 
hundred twenty volts to do satisfactory 
work, and this voltage is not to be had in 
the Washington Building. 

It consists ot a half cylinder of glass 
supported in a metal frame. The tracing 
and blue prints are held in contact with 
the glass bya spring roller. The machine 
is equipped with a carbon arc lamp, which 
consumes seven and one-half amperes on 


| atwo hundred twenty volt alternating cur- 


rent. The lamp is provided with an alu- 
minum reflector which evenly distributes 
the light. The drop of the light is regu- 
lated by acylindrical oil control which pro- 
vides regulation for any required printing

speed. A small globe is used with Pear- 
less carbons, an upper carbon, twice the 
size of the lower, one solid and the other 
cored. 


The working of the machine can best 


be explained by a description of a print 
going through it. 


Mr. T. J. McLaughlin, who runs the 


machine, takes a tracing of an airplane. 
Taking a piece of blue print paper, he

the paper blue and the parts covered by 
the black lines remain white. 
lamp reaches the bottom, it is turned off. 
The roller is unrolled and the prints taken 
off. 


Mr. McLaughlin then washes them. The 
blue prints may then be washed in a bath 


_ of bichromate of potash to get better re- 


sults. The blue print when finished is 
about one hundred per cent better than if 


| it were done by the old method.

These laws were aimed at the heavy 
engines of the preceding generation. But 
when the Germans and the French had per- 
fected a lighter type of motor, they were 
actually arrested for disobeying these laws: 


If there was ever any one man respon- 
sible for the arrival of the automobile, it 
was Carl Benz, a German, who is generally 
credited with building the first gasolene- 
driven automobile. Gottlied Daimler, an- 
other German, had earlier perfected the 
“hot tube” system of ignition and built the 
first motorcycle. 


If the Germans were first in the field, 
the French were the first to display real 
brilliance in perfecting the motor car. 
Serpollet, a French engineer, brought out 
the “flash boiler,” which generated steam 
at once, regulated the power, and utilized 
kerosene and gasolene for fuel. The 
French were also the first to use pneumatic 
tires, but this innovation did not come 
until 1892. 


In the early 90’s, when men were hailed 
into court for driving an automobile at 
a pace slighty faster than that of a good 
walker, and for failing to provide a red 
flag bearer to warn traffic of their approach, 
they bitterly fought the cases. But it was 
not until 1896 that the governing bodies of 
the various countries realized that the 
automobile had come to stay, and repealed 
these absurd laws.

In the early 90’s a few strange and clumsy | 
vehicles were seen in the French aud | 
German cities. They aroused little com- 
ment, andthe majority of the people | 
looked on them with scorn and derision. 


We can now look back to those curious 
automobiles of thirty years ago and realize 
how important they were. They inaugur- | 
ated an era of swifter and more radical 
change in the daily lives of men and | 
women of civilized lands, more complete 
and more revolutionary than anything else 
in modern history, with the possible ex- 
ception of James Watt’s steam engine, 
which started the industrial revolution of | 
the eighteenth century. It did more to 
change the habits and thoughts of millions 
of people than the great inventions which | 
preceded it—the railroad, the steamship, | 
the telegraph, the telephone and the elec- 
tric light. 


In the late 90’s the French were leading 
in the manufacture and use of the auto- 
mobile. The Germans had secured a head 
start, but the French were more success- 
ful in maklng cars much less complex for 
drivers and more attractive in appearance. 
For a decade at least France held the lead | 
in the automobile industry. 

When the United States entered the race, | 
other nations were quickly distanced, both 
in production methods and in the enthu- 
siasm which prevailed in all classes for the |

automobile. Today there is no comparison 
between the United States and other coun- 
tries in the manufacture and sales of auto- 
mobiles; but this must not lead us to believe 
that this nation led in the first years of this 
hopeful experiment. Aslate as 1905, there 
were more automobiles in England than 
in the entire United States. It was not 
until 1908, that this country actually swept 
ahead of England and France in utilizing 
this great invention.

A STORY OF THE CIVIL WAR 


War! The cry rang clear and loud. 
War! Thecall echoed and reverberated 
throughout the lonely streets of Thomas- 
ville, South Carolina. Men, women and 
children poured forth from houses, as 


if in answer to the call; and swept | 


down the street like an angry wave. 


People dashed madly about in the throes 
of intense excitement. A tumultous, dis- 
orderly throng, a milling, riotous horde, 
gathered before the telegraph office clam- 
oring for news. Thus I, a humble tele- 
graph operator, suddenly became the cen- 
ter of prominence on that historic day of 
April 12, 1861. And, I was, with the same 
suddeness overcome with a determination 
to be among the first to answer the call for 
volunteers. After giving the agitated as- 
semblage news of the fall of Fort Sumter, 
I immediately made my way to the office 
of my employer and handed in my resig- 
nation. He, a loyal Southerner, knowing 
my purpose, accepted it and placed an- 
other fellow in my position. 

After journeying to a recruiting office, 
I was examined, pronouced a sound phys- 
ical specimen, sent to a training camp 
and afterward assigned to the command 
of General Pickett—all in a bewildering 
short time. 

For two long years I fought side by 
side with my comrades in every encounter 
in which our historic regiment took part. 
Then came the battle of Gettysburg. Oh, 
the horror of it! 

Two endless days we fought—fought like 
demons, like devils possessed—fought un- 
til our very souls were laid bare—until 
all that was human in them was destroyed.

ARE YOU BASKETBALL WISE?

_ Coach Ward Lambert, Purdue Univer- 
sity, whose teams have won four Big Ten 
championships and have placed second 
wice in the last 10 years, makes clear the 
eed for being basketball-wise in an ar- 
icle in the January issue of The American 
y magazine. The article, which is illus- 
rated with diagrams, discusses the offen- 
now by college teams, tells what type 
f teams is best fitted to use each of them, 
nd points out their weaknesses. 

In general, according to Coach Lambert, 
ttacks are of two types—the fast break 
nd the deliberate. In the fast break, the 

ment one of your own men gets the ball, 





your offense gets into action without an 
instant’s delay. You’re down in scoring 
territory before the other team has a 
chance to get organized. The deliberate 
attack, used when the ball is ihrown in 
out of bounds or when your opponents 
think the faster, is slower and more 
cautious. 

Purdue has used the so-called long pass 
and combination short pass cross attack, 
introduced by its former coach, Ralph 
Jones, with excellent results. This offense 
starts with a long pass, deep down into 
scoring territory, as soon as Purdue gets 
the ball. The center, circling near the op- 
onents’ goal, takes the pass and relays it to 
one of the two forwards, who either charge 
straight down along the sidelines or cross 
each other on the way. Once near the 
goal, the center and two forwards drive in, 
using short passes, and try for a basket at 
the first chance. 

Such an attack, Coach Lambert says, 
demands a guard who is an accurate long 
passer and a center who is strong in all de- 
partments of the game.

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WHAT IS EXPECTED OF CCLLEGE? ‘

With the year coming quickly to its close and prospects of gradution ahead for some 
of us, the queries come to mind as to what we have gained from four years at colleg ( 
and as to just what we expect college to do for us. Have we given the collegean even 
break, a chance to help us? What does the average freshman expect of college? 


The answer of course is greatly qualified by the student himself and what he thinks 
college is for. If he comes to college, for instance, to have a good time and gain social 
prestige, he will probably succeed in his aim if he manages to evade expulsion. If he 
comes seeking textbook knowledge with a will to study, he will probably get it. : 


But just what in general is expected of the average college? Is it expected to take 
every bit of raw material and turn out the finished product regardless of the condition 
of the former? Obviously this is impossible; there is waste in all raw material. A 
college in our estimation can merely polish off the rough edges and lead that student 
who is willing to be led, to greater opportunities. The college can push to a certain 
extent but cannot get far without co-operation. Which leads us to the old maxim that 
you can lead a horse to water but you cannot make him drink. A noted educator has 
estimated that the influence of the college on the average individual’s education is 
merely five percent in comparison with twenty per cent for the school and seventy-five 
per cent for the home, which supports perhaps the contention that the most impres- 
sionable age is that between fourteen and nineteen. ; 


A good many, unfortunately, come to college with the “ambition” just “to get 
by”, and yet in fulfilling the requirements for a degree they believe that that college 
should graduate them as superior intellectual individuals. Such as these should never 
come to college; indeed, it is almost criminal for them to be depriving other worthy 
students of the opportunities of a college education. The question resolves itself in the - 
end to the attitude the student takes in regard to education; if the individual believes that 
college will accomplish acertain thing for him and strives with that end in view, he will 
undoubtedly be successful in his quest. But let’s not expect the college to do the 


impossible. }

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TRAFFIC SQUAD BOYS DOING | 


EXCELLENT WORK 


When our first Rindge Traffic Squad 
was organized by our late Mr. Jordan five 
years ago it had a nucleus of about fifteen 
boys. 

Those boys were trained primarily to 
maintain order in the lunch rooms dur- 
ing the lunch hour. Their work was 
such that they grew to be an indispen- 
sable bodyin the school. Through the 
years the principles launched by our Mr. 
Jordan have been carried on; the boys 
have grasped the importance of their 
duties and are doing ther best to up- 





hold the high standards of the original 


squad. 

Since the time of the first squad, many 
other duties, formerly entrusted to the 
members of the faculty have been turned 
over to the boys, with the result that the 


Traffic Squad of today numbers close to 


one hundred boys. 

This number is divided into two groups, 
namely, group A and group B. Each 
g:oup is commanded by a boy chosen 
trom the boys that were on the squad 
during the previous year, and these boys 
are in turn responsible for the work of 
their squads to Mr. Burke and Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, the faculty advisors of the boys. 


When Mr. Burke took charge of the 
squad two years ago he introduced mili- 
tary drill, to which we may credit the dis- 
cipline which characterizes every boy on 
the present Traffic Squad. 

One might learn to appreciate the work 
that is being done by the boys on the 
squad when one realizes that they virtually 
give up their whole lunch time while on 
duty; they sacrifice study periods to pa- 
trol the locker-room; they maintain filing 
order during the locker period, and they 
give up time before and after school to 
represent the student body in work that 
must be done. 

Occasionally there are misunderstand- 


ings between fellows inthe lunch rooms | 
and the officers of the Traffic Squad on | 


duty about some small trifle or other. Re- 
member, fellows, that the squad officer 
is there to perform his duty and not to be 
a “boss.” If, in your opinien, you think 
he has made a mistake, reter him to his 


superior officer, to Mr. Burke, or to Mr. 


McLaughlin. 


The captain in charge of the Traffic | 


Squad on the “A” program is J. W. Lags- 
din, and onthe “B,” William Boyle. Bear 
in mind the purpose that the boys on the 
squad are serving and help them out in 
their work—for the “Glory of Old Rindge.”

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THE RADIO COMPASS WAS INVENTED 
BY A RINDGE GRAD, CLASS OF 703 


The inventor of the radio compass which 
enabled the famous Captain Fried of the 
S.S. America to rescue the crew of the ill- 
fated Italian steamer Florida is Dr. Fred 
Kolster, a Rindge graduate. Dr. Kolster 
graduated from Rindge in 1903. At that 
time radio communication was in its in- 
fancy; it was one of the big mysteries of 
science. There was much to be done in 
this field and Fred Kolster became attract- 
ed to this work of unlimited possibilities. 


Soon after graduation he became an 
employee of the Stone Telegraph and 
Telephone Company, one of the pioneer 
wire communication companies of the day- 
It was Mr. John Stone of the company in 
which Kolster was employed, who took out 
more than seventy United States patents 
covering radio telegraphy. During hisstay 
with the Stone concern, Mr. Kolster be- 
came acquainted with the famous De 
Forest. He often assisted the latter in his 
experiments in radio communication which 
were being performed on the stretch of land 
located behind our State Armory on Mass- 
achusetts Avenue. When DeForest moved 
his experimental station to New York, Fred 
Kolster left the Telegraph Company and 
went with him to assist in his further de- 
velopments. 

In 1911 a radio service was organized in 
the Department of Commerce and Mr, 
Kolster was given a position in this depart- 
ment. His work was to enforce the radio 
act which had been passed in June of the 
previous year. In the course of the work 
the wave length ofa ship’s radio had to 
be measured. Many tests had to be 
made; many difficulties had to be over- 
come; and a great deal of valuable time 
was being spent on every test. 

All these things soon caught the atten- 
tion of Dr. Kolster, with the result that he 
invented the Kolster decremeter which 
was able to make direct measurements 
of wavelengths. This wonderful invention 
of Dr. Kolster’s saved his department 
much time and expense, and consequently 
has been used by the Radio Service since 
it was invented. 

Another thing that interested Dr. Kolster 
was the problem of safeguarding vessels in 
time of fog. The ineffectiveness of light- 
houses and foghorns to warn ships ot 
danger under certain weather conditions 





interested him the most. After giving 
the subject much thought, he submitted 
to our government in 1913 a paper which 
brought out the advantages of certain ap- 
plications of radio signaling for use of 
light-houses, light ships and life saving 
stations which would be especially useful 
in time of fog. Today radio beacon 
stations dot our shores and every import- 
ant light-house has some radio signaling 
device. 

The world-famous Kolster radio com- 


| pass was invented in 1915. This instru- 


ment is being used by ships of all sizes in 
every port of the world. Itnot only shows 
the position of a ship indistress but at any 
time and in any weather it enables a cap- 
tain to find his true position by getting in 
touch with another ship or with a shore 
ruido beacon station; marking the line of 
its incoming signal on his chart fromthe 
beacon’s charted position; listens to a 
second beacon station and does the same 
thing, and where the two lines cross at 
sea is the location of his ship. The lo- 
cating of the “Florida” on the high seas, 
was a striking example of the raido com- 
pass’ effectiveness. 

At the present time Dr. Kolster holds 
the position of Chief Research Engineer 
of the Federal Wireless Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and also of his own 
Kolster Radio Corporation at Palo Alto, 
California. He made his start in life with 
knowledge gained at Rindge. 





Charles C. Kolster, the Boston Federal 
Supervisor of Radio, is a brother of Dr. 
Kolster. The former entered Rindge in 
1904 as a freshman. After he had com- 
pleted his first year at school it was neces- 
sary that an operation be performed on his 
eyes. His scholastic education terminated 
with this unfortunate turn in events. 

Upon his dismissal from the hospital, 
which was two years after the operation 
he was given a position by the govern- 
ment. He traveled to many parts ot the 
world in the course of his work and his 
experiences have been most interesting 
but, even though he has gained a wealth 
of worldly knowledge, he is still sorry 
that he was forced to abandon the course 
of study which he had started as a fresh-

THE CONQUEST OF THE AIR 


By F. H. CARTEN 


Contrary to belief, the air has not as yet 
been entirely conquered. This will not be 
accomplished until man has perfected the 
airplane to such a degree that accident or 
forced landing will become an impos- 
sibility. As you probably know, a plane is 
kept in the air by the vacuum created by 
the propeller, in to which it is drawn. 

Early in the development of the inven- 
tion, the ablest pioneers, Bleriot, Maxim, 
and the Wright brothers, gave up hope of 
successfully imitating the bird: the model 
was too complicated. Accordingly, they 
concentrated their efforts upon driving 
through the air at a high speed a thin, light 
plane, having its forward edge higher than 
its rear edge, and supporting beneath it the 
engine which provided the propelling 
power. 

The experiments of Maxin and Langley, 
though in a measure successful, were not 
entirely practical. 

The first really successful flight was 
achieved by the Wright brothers of Dayton, 
Ohio, who after years of study and experi- 
ment produced an airplane which in the 
year 1908 made many successful flights at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C. (where the first flight 
was made), Fort Myer, Virginia, and

made by the monoplane, Question Mark, 


U. S. Army, which, under the guidance of 


| five expert pilots and mechanics, succeed- 


ed in establishing a record for continuous 
flight, remaining in the air for over 150 
hours, and you can readily see what great 
strides man is making in the conquest of 
the air. 

In 1909, Orville Wright, in a cross- 
country flight carrying a passenger, met 
the last government test, and the Wright 
airplane was accepted for use in the signal 


| corpsofthearmy. The brothers received 


$25,000, with an additional bonus of $5,000 
for speed attained in excess of forty miles 
per hour. Compare this with the recent 
flight of Charles A. Lindbergh, who thrilled 
the world by his transatlantic flight from 
New York to Paris, covering the entire dis- 
tance in less than thirty-three hours! 


Later in the same year Louis Bleriot 
invented a monoplane in which he made 
the first successful flight across the English 
Channel. Upto that year the most success- 
ful experiments in biplanes in France had 


| aben made by Henry Farman and Leou 


| Delagrange. 


The airplane had, about this time, be- 
come a familiar sight, both in this coun- 
try and abroad. A long distance flight of 
more than three hundred miles, a speed 
in excess of fifty miles, and an altitude 
record of more than two miles had been 
achieved; Brookings and McCurdy were 
among those who first accomplished no- 
table long distance flights in this country 
at this time.

From then on the far-sighted young me” 
of the country did not go in for stunt flying, 
and the class of birdmen who risked their 
lives for sensational records began to give 


| way to scientific flyers and men who re- 


garded flying as a practical art. 


That sums up briefly the beginning of 
aviation. 


But today there are in this country over 


1500 airports and landing fields in active | 


operation, over 100 concerns are manufac- 


| turing planes, a combination airline-rail- 


way transcontinental service will begin 
shortly, plans are under way for regular 
trans-atlantic passenger lines, and planes 
many times as large as any ever seen be- 
fore are under construction. A thirty- 
passenger Pullman plane was recently, 
launched on its maiden flight at Newark, 
N. J. The sensational event of this year’s 
aviation season is expected to emergesoon 
from the Dornier-Wal works, Switzerland, 
and is to be a mysterious twelve-motored 
titanic flying boat, to be known as “model 
x.” 

This vessel is to have an all-metal hull,

The reason why so many fellows fail in 
their school work is because they do not 
know how to study. Concentration is the 
real secret to success in studying. Until 
he has learned to concentrate his whole 
attentions on the lessons of the morrow, 
one of the hardest tasks for any boy is to 
prepare tor the next recitation without 
allowing his mind to wander off into the 
forbidden realm of reveries unbounded, 
but how can we learn to concentrate?

One of the foremost of American 
scholars found himself spending two hours 
each day preparing his Latin lesson. He 
determined to get that lesson done in one 
hour and fifty minutes, and succeeded.

BOOK-BINDING COURSE 
- PROVES VERY USEFUL 


Book-binding has a very interesting 
history. It began many years ago in 
the monasteries. The monks used to 
make books and bind them with leather. 
All work had to be done by hand because 
there was no machinery. Since then it 
has become one of the greatest industries 
of the world. 

The first thing in book-making is the 
selection of the materials: paper, two kinds 
of glue, flexible and hard; paste, super, 
cloth and cardboard. 

After the materials have been selected, 
the pages are printed and are arranged in 
signatures. The signatures are put to- 
gether and sewed or stitched. The next 
operation is to trim it; first, the front ; 
second, the head; and third, the foot 
Next the book is smashed or pressed. 
After it has heen pressed the back has to 
be rounded. Then the boards are cut 
and the cloth is measured. The cover 
is fitted to the book and is pasted and 
pressed. The final operarion is the 
stamping. 

After the book is removed from the press 
it is examined to see that there are no. 
defects. Then the book takes its journey. 
It goes from the bindery to the book store 
and into private libraries, school libraries 
and public libraries. 

Sometimes the book comes apart or the 
cover becomes torn and the book has to be 
repaired. Repairing is done similar to 
book-making. 

In repairing a book there are six oper- 
ations. First, the book.is examined to find 
necessary repairs; second, the book is 
taken out of the covers; third, if necessary 
the book is resewed; fourth, it has to be 
retrimmed ; fifth, the back is glued; and 
sixth, it is stamped. Repairing books saves 
money for organizations and schools. 





The study of book-binding is very inter- 
esting. It is a good thing for anyone to 
learn because it is one of the largest 
industries of the world. The boy who 
thoughly learns it while in school is always 
in demand when he leaves to go out into 
the world to support himself.

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BOOK-ENDS FROM THE WASHINGTON ELM 








The book-ends in the above picture were 
presented by Mayor Quinn to Major J. J. 
Simons, the leader of a group of Australian 
boys who were visiting this city. They 
will be taken back to Australia and kept 
as a momento of the historic City of 
Cambridge. 

The book-ends were designed in our 
Art Department under the direction of 
Mr. Richert. The design was then ex- 
ecuted in the Wood-work Department un- 
der the direction of Mr. Paine. The back- 
grounds of these book-ends were made of 
mahogany and then highly polished. The 
Elm trees, a replica of the Washington 
elm, were cut from a piece of that fa- 
mous old tree that used to stand at the 
western end of the Cambridge Common. 
The trees were then fastened to the book- 
ends and finished off to look like real trees. 

Under the trees were two silver plates 
which were engraved. The inscription on 
one plate was, “This wood taken from 
the Washington Elm, under which General 
George Washington took command of the 
Continental Army, July 3, I775.” The 
other inscription read: “Presented to Major 
J. J. Simons of the Young Australia League, 
by Mayor Edward W. Quinn, Mayor of 
Cambridge, Mass., U. S. A., March 28, 
1929.”

PHOTOELECTRIC CELL IS 
THE “EYE” OF TELEVISION 


_ An electric eye is the first element in 
he modern marvel of television. This 
ye sees the scene before it and converts 
tinto electric current which may be trans- 
nhitted to great distances. The scientist 
Ils this electric eye the “photoelectric 
ell.” 

This remarkable device contains a coat- 
g which is electrically sensitive to light. 
Jhen a battery is connected, a current 
‘lows through the cell, the amount depend- 
ig on how intense the light is upon the 
msitive coating. So this current is an 
lectrical representation of the light inten- 
sity, and by transmitting this current by 
dio or wire, the same intensity of light 
be reproduced at a great distance. 





By providing additional apparatus to di- 
ide up the scene or picture at the trans- 
litting station and re-assemble it at the 
‘ceiving point, television and telephotog- 
phy are accomplished. A large photo- 
ectric cell is used in television, and a 
nall one in telephotography. 


Telephotography, or the transmission 
photographs, is now regularly carried 
between eight cities in the United 
tates, Television has been successfully 
onstrated, but is still in the experi- 
ental stage. Much effort is being de- 
oted to perfect it.

COAL TO ELECTRICITY 


On Thursday, March 28, members of 
the science and physics classes saw the 
third of a series of power pictures that 
have been procured for them through the 
efforts of Mr. Scott. 





The picture in three reels that was 
shown on that day illustrated the four 
steps of electricity as developed by steam 
power. The first step showed how heat 
was obtained from coal by means of large 
turnaces with special draughts and super- 
heating units. 

It then showed how steam was formed 
from water which was circulated over the 
furnace in boilers. The next step was the 
using of the steam in the enourmous steam 
turbines. It went into detail and showed 
the principle and construction of a steam 
turbine, and how they are effectively used. 
It also explained how the exhausted steam 
was cooled and returned to the water stage 
again. The last step was the turning of 
he mechanical energy, that had been made 
by the steam turbine, into electricity by 
means of generators. In its entirety it 
showed the complete cycle from coal to 
electricity in a very simple, clear, but 
interesting way.

web-printing presses have been introduced 
by which sheets of four pages are printed 
at the rate of 50,000 or more an hour. 

By the introduction of steam presses 
the printing trade has undergone a remark- 
able revolution in the past century. 
Though fewer hands are needed for work- 
ing the presses in proportion to the amount 
of printing done, the increase of employ- 
ment to compositors, bookbinders and 
other printing workers has been very great. 
The manufacture of printing machinery 
has become a great industry, and no one 
can safely predict what progress will be in 
this field during the twentieth century. 


Type is the name of metal letters used 
in printing. They are usually made of 
an alloy called type-metal, made of lead, 
antimony and tin, though copper is some- 
timesadded. The antimony gives hardness 
and the tin toughness to the soft lead, 
which is the principal metal used. A 
copper face is sometimes put on the type 
by the electrotype battery, which makes it 
last longer. 

Types were formerly made by hand, but 
now all the work is done by type casting 
machines. Types must be made with ab- 
solute accuracy in order to fit so exactly 
when placed together that they will form 
a solid body. To do this they are made 
in molds into which the hot metal is in- 
jected. The letter to be made is cut on 
the end of a bar of soft steel and then 
pressed into a piece of copper by a blow of 
a hammer, and then the copper impression 
is fitted into the end of the mold and the 
metel poured in, filling up the impression 
of the letter and the rest of the mold. 

A full set of types is called a font and 
has the letters in different proportions, as 
60 of e, 45 of t, and 40 of a, i, 0, u, etc, 


Types of the same point are all of the 
same height, but of different width ac- 
cording to the letter. According to an 
inscription on a tablet commemorated to 
his memory in Mayence, Gutenberg is 
credited with making the first printing 
letters in brass, in place of the usual old 
wooden types that were first used in print- 
ing. The first type founder in America 
was Christopher Saur, who cast the type 
used by himself in printing a German Bible 
in 1735, A page of a daily newspaper will 
sometimes require more than 150,000 types 
or letters. 

The substitution of machines for the 
slow, laborious and expensive process of 
hand-setting tvpe has been the aim and 
ambition of many inventors. The United 
States patent office alone has recorded 
upward of 500 patents for type-setting and 
distributing machines with improvements ; 
but the majority of these inventions have 
been noted more for their ingenuity than 
their practical use. 





Two of the most successful of the 
machines are the linotype and the mono- 
type. The linotype was constucted by 
Otto Mergenthaler of Baltimore, Mary- 
land, in 1884, and isused by daily news- 
paper throughout the world. This ma- 
chine casts a solid line of type from a group 
of molds or matrices that bear the impress 
of the letters. These are dislodged from 
their respective channel receptacles at the 
top of the machine and assembled by the 
operator in the form of words spaced out to 
the desired length of the line, the operator 
simply fingering a keyboard somewhat 
similar to a typewriter. The solid metal 
bar with raised letters made by the 
machine is simply melted down when 
done with, thus eliminating the great 
expenditure of labor and time that is 
wasted in the distribution of type. 


The monotype was invented by Albert 
Lonston of Washington, D. C. This ma- 
chine casts each type and space separ- 
ately, but in lines of words spaced out to the 
length of line desired. The production 
of the monotype being movable types, the 
the machine is often used in book-work 
and job work, as the matter is practically 
the same as hand-set type and can be 
handled as such. 

The linotype and monotype machines 
have been improved so greatly in recent 
years that any kind of printed type can be 
handled by them as well as or better than 
by hand composition ; and certainly much 
more rapidly. The use of this and other 
modern printing machinery has enabled 
the manufacturer to reduce the prices of 
all classes of printed books and magazines, 
thus bringing literature of every descrip- 
tion within the reach of all. 


Perhaps there is no trade or profession 
that is a better example of the vast ad- 
vantages accruing to mankind from the 
usefulness and utility of labor-saving ma- 
chinery and inventions than the printing 
industry. Instead of displacing work men, 
the tendency of the printing industry has 
been to increase the number with every 
new device invented.

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LIQUID AIR LECTURE 





A week ago last Thursday, the scientif- 
ically-inclined students of Rindge Tech 
had the pleasure of hearing an extremely 
interesting lecture on liquid air. The lec- 
ture and experiments were conducted by 
Mr Roy, through the courtesy of the Cam- 
bridge Electric Light Company. 


When gases are sufficiently cooled, we | 


were told, they may be liquified, as when 
liquids are sufficienty cooled they become 
solidified. Liquid air varies in com- 
position, as the nitrogen, whose boiling 


point is 195.5 degrees (Centigrade) below | 


zero, isless condensable than the oxygen, 
whose boiling point is about 131.4 degrees 
(C.) below zero. 

Liquid air boils at 191 degrees(C) below 
zero, and contains about 54 percent cxygen 
—making it, therefore, very light in 
weight. By allowing evaporation to goon, 
a liquid containing 75 to 95 percent of 
oxygen is easily obtained. The gas se- 
cured by the evaporation of the residue 
is pumped into cylinders and sold as com- 
pressed oxygen. 

The present methods of obtaining liquid 
air on a large scale, as Mr. Roy explained, 
are based on the progressive cooling of a 
stream of escaping gas by its own ex- 
pansion, and the first apparatus of this kind 
was devised by Dr. Linde in 1895. 


Compressed air at a pressure of about 
200 atmospheres, and dried and purified 
from carbon dioxide, passes into the inner 
tube of the “intercharger” of the liquid air 
machine, which contains long coils of tub- 
ing one within the other and packed in 
felt to prevent the inflow of heat from the 
outside. At the lower end of the inter. 
charger is a needle valve through which 
ithe compressed gas is allowed to escape 
na steady stream. 


The escaping gas, cooled by expansion, 


passes through the outer tube of the inter- | 


charger, thus cooling the inflowing stream 
of compressed gas in the inner tube. And 
so the cooling process goes on, until the 
air reaches a sufficiently low temperature 
and becomes liquified. 


This liquid air is of bluish color, and 
this property, as the liquid air becomes 
more and more purely liquid oxygen, 
enables many beautiful experiments to 
be made with it. A steel watch spring

burns beautifully in it for this reason, send- 
ing forth showers of sparks. 


The container used to hold liquid air is 
a thermos flask. The space between the 
walls of this flask isa vacuum, so as to 

prevent the conduction of heat to the 
| inner vessel. 


Liquid air, when first produced, contains 
| both nitrogen and oxygen, but as the boil- 
ing point of nitrogenis greater than that 
of oxygen, the former soon boils off, leay- 
| ing pure oxygen. 

Liquid air may be used as an explosive 
as it can exert a pressure during evap- 
oration of something like 10,000 pounds 
| to the square inch. But its principal use 
is that of a refrigerating agent. It is an 
aid‘to the manufacture of oxygen, nitrogen 
and helium, and the production of carbon 
dioxide, which is used as a fuel for fire 
extinguishers and to make artificial ice. 


After a certain time has passed, when 
the liquid air is 96 per cent pure oxygen, 
it is compressed into steeltanks by pumps 
and is thus sold. 


In medicine, patients suffering trom 
pneumonia or suffocation obtain relief by 
inhaling it in this form. In factories it is 
also used instead of air in feeding flames, 
| when intense heat is required (it is used 
thus in acetylene torches and calcium 
lights). It is used in submarines to re- 
fresh the atmosphere; and it is used in 
| the production of coke.
